car in this price class. 

At the present moment Knight engined cars in this | 
country are limited to Stearns, Willys and the new Falcon. : 
The price range is now comprehensive, ranging from the 
$995 of the lowest priced Falcon model to the big Stearns 
limousine at $4,650. Such a price range obviously provides 
a sleeve valve engined car for almost every pocketbook. 

In addition, we all know, of course, that Continental 
Motors has developed the British single sleeve valve engine, 
known over there as the Argyll, and that before many 
months we are going to hear of some company in this coun- 
try announcing a car equipped with this power plant. We 
have no way of knowing, of course, into what price class a 
car carrying this single sleeve power plant would fall, but 
there is reason to expect that it would be placed on a good- 
sized production basis. 

From all of which it may be safely predicted that the 
sleeve valve power plant is going to become a more impor- 
tant factor in the market than it has been in the past. 


Full Speed Ahead 


ONTHS ago economic experts predicted that during the | 
M late weeks of 1926 and the early part of 1927 we | 
should have a readjustment period, when production would 
fall off and buying would be quiet. We had just such a 
period. In the automotive industry production fell off, even 
more than normally, during the closing weeks of 1926, and 
this condition was maintained until after the New York 
Show. The public interest manifested in that exhibition was 
so great that the manufacturers began to step up production 
gradually, and now we are back on a normal schedule. 

Figures for February production of passenger cars have 
just been announced by the Department of Commerce, and 
they show a total of 260,000 units for the month. This is far 
ahead of January, but it is still somewhat under February of 
1926. However, the production rate gained considerably in 
the last half of the month, and March production probably 
will equal that of the same month in 1926. 

In the motor truck field production has done even better 
than in the passenger car division. During the month of 
February just past, the total output of motor trucks was 
$8,029, as against 37,169 in January and 37,707 in Febru- 
ary, 1926. 

The decline in motor vehicle production began to be 
manifest last October, and it is to be noted that the February 
gain on passenger car output is the largest monthly. increase 
since last fall. 

All of this shows that the period of standing still is over 
and that 1927 is going to be a whale of a year in the motor 
truck business.
